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NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED 
AND  CRIPPLED 


HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  first  opened  its  doors  in  May  of  the  year 
1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  The  first  hospital 
building  of  only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at  97  Second  Avenue,  was 
soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year  1870  the  Institution  moved  to  a  fine  new 
building  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty -second 
Street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Hotel  Commodore.  Dr.  James  Knight,  the 
founder  and  "Resident  Physician  and  Surgeon,"  served  faithfully  until 
his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil  P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him  as 
"Surgeon-in-Chief,"  served  until  1924.  During  these  thirty-seven  years, 
the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution  that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of 
incurable  cripples  into  one  of  the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United 
States  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was 
only  a  home  to  house  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of 
bones  and  joints,  or  with  paralysis,  it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Gibney,  an  active  unit  for  the  development  of  reconstructive  surgery  and 
soon  the  reputation  of  its  surgeons  was  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital  during 
these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who  formerly  would 
have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives,  a  burden  on  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  building  on  Lexington  Avenue, 
the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  plant  at  321  East  42nd  Street.  Here, 
during  the  last  forty-three  years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its 
work  for  humanity. 

During  the  last  two  decades  the  clinical  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This  has 
called  for  expansion  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  Clinics,  for 
which  the  Hospital  has  always  been  known,  have  been  enlarged,  new 
laboratories  have  been  provided,  the  X-ray  Department  has  been  ex- 
panded, new  facilities  have  been  added  to  the  Physical  Therapy  Depart- 
ment and  a  Medical  Library  has  been  created. 

The  teaching  facilities  for  the  training  of  young  surgeons  in  orthopaedic 
surgery  have  been  steadily  improving  during  the  last  fifteen  years. 
Always  of  a  high  calibre  under  such  outstanding  men  as  Drs.  Royal 
Whitman.  William  B.  Coley  and  Eugene  Pool,  a  new  impetus  was  given 
by  the  present  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  who  was  appointed 
in  1934.  Today  the  young  surgeon  on  completing  his  period  of  residency 
is  well  prepared  to  enter  his  chosen  field  of  surgery  with  every  chance  of 
success.  It  is  through  the  success  of  these  men  that  the  Hospital  has  gained 
much  of  its  outstanding  reputation  as  a  surgical  center. 

The  Arthritis  Service  has,  since  1945,  developed  a  curriculum  of  teach- 
ing very  similar  to  that  found  in  the  surgical  services,  whereby  young 
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l>h\M(  urns  are  well  trained  in  this  newly  developed  phase  of  medicine,  a 
most  valuable  addition  to  the  medical  sciences. 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  young  doctors,  successful  research  has 
been  carried  on  in  both  the  wards  and  laboratory:  investigations  which 
are  said  to  be,  by  those  who  know,  of  outstanding  value  for  improving  the 
care  of  the  sick.  Just  to  name  two  of  these  many  innovations  we  may 
mention  the  investigations  leading  up  to  the  use  of  preserved  bone  for 
grafting  and  the  establishment  of  a  Bone  Bank:  an  advancement  in  surgi- 
cal technique  that  has  been  recognized  not  only  by  American  surgeons 
but  also  by  those  of  foreign  countries.  The  other  is  the  research  that  has 
been  carried  on  for  improving  the  treatment  of  rheumatic  conditions  and 
arthritis. 

These  and  other  successful  investigations  continue  to  keep  the  good 
name  of  our  Hospital  ever  before  the  medical  profession  and  the  public 
as  an  institution  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  advancement  of  medicine 
and  surgery. 

Today  not  only  are  the  patients  receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible 
with  the  most  modern  forms  of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  is  also  send- 
ing forth  fully  trained  surgeons  and  physicians  to  practice  their  special- 
ties throughout  the  world. 

Another  move  is  in  prospect  because  this  Hospital  has  erected  a  new 
eight-story  building  on  the  East  River  Drive  between  70th  and  71st 
Streets  to  which  it  is  expected  to  move  in  the  late  Spring  of  1955.  The 
new  Hospital  and  the  Margaret  M.  Caspary  Clinic  are  to  be  maintained 
and  run  by  this  Hospital  but  in  affiliation  with  the  New  York  Hospital- 
Cornell  Medical  Center. 

During  the  91  years  of  its  existence  this  Hospital,  formerly  the  Hospital 
for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  and  now  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery, 
has  become  recognized  throughout  the  world  as  one  of  the  leading  institu- 
tions specializing  in  orthopaedic  surgery.  Today,  it  continues  to  stand 
high  in  its  treatment  of  arthritis,  poliomyelitis,  scoliosis,  cerebral  palsy, 
multiple  sclerosis  and  the  vocational  rehabilitation  of  the  handicapped. 

As  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  said  editorially  of  this  Hospital  at 
the  time  the  proposed  new  building  was  announced:  "It  has  had  an  evolu- 
tion and  a  past  of  which  it  can  well  be  proud.  It  faces  a  future  in  which  it 
can  continue  to  give  greater  help  than  ever  before  to  every  crippled  child 
and  every  physically  handicapped  adult."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


The  financial  report  for  1954  shows  that  income  exceeded  expenses  by 
$905.46.  In  1953  there  was  a  deficit  of  $29,648.66.  The  improvement  in 
results  is  most  gratifying.  It  was  due  principally  to  the  determination  of 
the  Administrative  Staff,  led  by  our  Director,  T.  Gordon  Young,  to  bring 
income  and  outgo  together.  In  the  course  of  doing  this  some  rates  were 
increased.  However,  our  rates  continue  to  be  lower  than  those  of  many  of 
the  voluntary  hospitals  of  New  York;  and  the  generosity  of  friends 
enabled  us  to  be  liberal  in  making  allowances  in  cases  of  distress. 

In  considering  these  results  it  should  be  remembered  that  there  was  no 
charge  for  depreciation.  Failure  to  depreciate  was,  we  think,  justified 
because  of  the  imminence  of  the  move  to  the  new  hospital.  In  1955  we 
expect  to  make  a  charge  for  depreciation.  It  also  should  be  recognized 
that  in  1954  we  had  no  pension  plan.  In  1955  we  expect  to  have  one;  and 
the  annual  contribution  that  we  make  to  it  is  bound  to  be  large.  Had  we 
made  charges  for  depreciation  and  for  a  pension  plan  in  1954  we  would 
have  had  a  substantial  deficit. 

This  Annual  Report  is  the  last  that  will  be  made  from  321  East  42nd 
Street.  We  are,  as  it  goes  to  print,  in  the  new  hospital.  It  is  interesting  to 
compare  some  of  the  1913  and  1954  figures  ( 1913  being  the  first  full  year 
of  operation  in  321  East  42nd  Street). 

1913  1954 

Hospital  Operating  Income   $  41,440.02  $1,534,996.32 

Hospital  Operating  Expenses  '   115,918.31  1,897,746.96 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  foregoing  Operating  Expenses 
the  payroll  in  1913  amounted  to  $51,665.68,  whereas  it  was  in  1954 
$1,406,660.27. 

It  is  far  better,  I  think,  for  the  Surgeon-in-Chief  to  be  the  one  to  report 
on  things  surgical  and  medical ;  the  Treasurer,  on  things  financial ;  the 
Director  on  things  administrative.  And  this  holds  equally  true  when  it 
comes  to  the  Social  Service,  the  Women's  Auxiliary  and  the  other  phases 
of  our  activity.  Hence,  I  leave  such  lists  to  such  men  and  women  to  cover. 
But  in  doing  this  I  would  express  thanks  to  them  for  all  they  did  in  1954 
and  prior  years. 

Miss  Cleanthe  Logotheton,  Directress  of  Nurses,  decided  in  1954  to 
retire.  Although  her  actual  retirement  did  not  occur  until  1955.  it  is  only 
right  to  mention  her  service  in  this  1954  report.  She  came  to  us  first  in 
1923.  She  was  appointed  Directress  of  Nursing  in  1942.  Save  for  the 
years  March  31,  1946  to  November  10,  1947  her  service  has  been  con- 
tinuous. She  leaves  with  the  respect  and  affection  of  the  Administration, 
the  Professional  Staff,  including  the  Nursing  Service,  the  Volunteers,  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  the  patients  of  the  Hospital. 

F.  Wilson  Keller,  Director  since  February  13,  1941,  died  on  May  7, 
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1954,  after  a  long  illness.  At  their  meeting  in  May  1954  the  Board  of 
Managers  adopted  this  minute: 


F.  Wilson  Keller  became  Superintendent  of  our  Hospital  in  June  1941.  A  few 
years  later,  his  title  became  Director.  Tempering  efficiency  with  kindness,  he 
was  vigorous  until  early  in  1953.  His  health  then  weakened.  By  summer  he  had 
rallied.  Early  in  the  fall,  another  illness  came,  from  which  he  died  on  May  7, 
1954.  Not  until  the  very  end  did  he  cease  to  think  of  and  live  for  our  Hospital. 

What  he  was,  was  due  in  part  to  early  years  with  the  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  and 
the  Lawrence  Hospital  of  Bronxville.  In  part,  too,  we  attribute  it  to  the  tutors 
who  took  him  in  hand  when  he  joined  us — the  late  George  Shearer  and  Ernest 
Iselin  and  their  moderator  Arthur  Rossiter  (who  is  still  with  us,  although  no 
longer  a  member  of  our  Roard)  ;  and  again,  in  part,  it  can  be  identified  with 
an  awareness  of  the  roles  in  a  hospital  of  Doctors,  Nurses  and  Administrators 
and  their  respective  staffs,  of  Patients,  and  their  families  and  friends. 

Excellent  as  was  his  novitiate,  stern  and  searching  as  was  his  start  with  us, 
sensitive  as  he  was  to  all  within  a  hospital's  four  walls,  the  talent  that  counted 
most  was  his  dedication  to  his  calling.  When  our  Hospital  fared  well,  he  never 
basked  in  complacency;  when  the  going  was  hard  and  red  figures  loomed,  he 
never  was  fearful;  when  he  ploughed  a  furrow  he  did  not  like,  but  knew  was 
right,  he  never  looked  back  or  faltered. 

Now,  therefore,  we  would  join  others  of  his  friends  in  organizations  that  he 
loved  and  led — like  the  New  York  State  Hospital  Association  (of  which  he  was 
a  past-President) ;  his  School,  of  which  he  was  a  Trustee;  his  Church,  of  which 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Consistory — in  paying  tribute  to  one  who  knew  no 
service  but  the  best. 

And  we  would  ask  our  Corresponding  Secretary  to  tell  his  family  of  this,  and 
of  our  sorrow  and  of  our  sympathy. 

I  now  move  the  Adoption  of  this  Minute  and  would  request  that  you  will  all 
please  rise.

The  motion  was  seconded;  all  rose  in  tribute;  and  the  minute  was 
carried  by  unanimous  but  silent  vote  of  all  present. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  Board  of  Managers  or  in  the  officers  of 
the  Soicety.  On  the  Administrative  Staff,  T.  Gordon  Young,  who  had  been 
Acting  Director,  was  made  Director  on  May  20,  1954;  and  he  was  a 
happy  choice. 

Before  taking  up  the  new  hospital,  I  would  again  thank  those  friends 
to  whose  generosity  our  ability  to  continue  our  services  is  so  largely  due. 
They  are  many  and  include  the  United  Hospital  Fund,  the  Greater  New 
York  Fund,  the  Odlum-Cochrane  Foundation,  United  Cerebral  Palsy  of 
New  York  City,  the  Multiple  Sclerosis  Society,  the  Arthritis  &  Rheuma- 
tism Foundation,  and  the  Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children. 
Then  too  we  are  appreciative  of  grants  from  the  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  for  research  and  from  the  State  of  New  York  for  our 
Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic.  All  told  gifts  received  in  1954  (including  gifts 
towards  the  new  hospital)  amounted  to  $1,980,845.01.  Of  this  figure, 
$1,000,000  represents  that  wonderful  gift  from  the  late  Alfred  Caspary 
for  the  Margaret  M.  Caspary  Clinic. 

As  in  past  years  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  Dr.  Philip  D. 
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Wilson.  His  imminent  retirement  as  Surgeon-in-Chief  caused  the  Admin- 
istration to  work  closely  with  other  doctors,  including  particularly  Dr. 
T.  Campbell  Thompson  and  Dr.  Richard  Freyberg.  And  I  would  thank 
them,  the  Director  and  the  Board  of  Managers  for  their  loyalty  and  help 
in  1954. 

And  now  a  word  about  the  new  hospital. 

The  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Governor  Dewey,  Dr.  Wilson  and  myself 
on  May  17,  1954.  A  year  later,  almost  to  the  day,  we  moved  in. 

Thanks  are  due  to  our  architects,  Messrs.  Rogers  &  Butler,  to  our  con- 
sultants, Messrs.  Neergaard,  Agnew,  Craig  and  Peckham,  to  our  engi- 
neers, Messrs.  Severud,  Elstad,  Krueger,  and  to  our  general  contractors, 
Messrs.  Vermilya-Brown — and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Richard  Land — who 
were  effective  in  their  roles  and  tireless  in  their  interest.  Thanks  also  are 
due  to  Mrs.  Edwin  I.  Hilson  and  to  Mr.  T.  Kennedy  Stevenson,  of  our 
Board  of  Managers,  who  chaired  respectively  the  Decorating  Committee 
and  the  Building  Committee;  to  Mr.  Robert  M.  Brereton,  who  supervised 
the  equipping  of  the  hospital;  and  to  our  Director,  Mr.  Young,  upon 
whose  shoulders  fell  the  responsibility  for  the  move. 

The  cost  of  the  Building  and  Equipment  (including  the  fees  of  archi- 
tects and  engineers  )  came  to  what  we  estimated,  namely  in  round  figures 
$6,000,000.  This  is  particularly  interesting  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that 
we  did  not  build  on  a  fixed-price  contract. 

The  reason  for  the  building  of  the  new  hospital  is  spelled  out  in  the 
preamble  of  the  written  agreement  that  we  have  with  The  Society  of  the 
New  York  Hospital  reading  in  part  as  follows: 

"New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled,  long  familiar 
with  the  agreement  between  The  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  and  Cornell 
University,  has  been  impressed  with  the  importance  of  an  intimate  association 
with  a  great  medical  center  in  order  thereby  to  increase  its  facilities  and 
opportunities  for  research  and  teaching  in  its  special  field  and  to  improve  its 
service  to  its  patients  by  providing  for  wider  and  more  varied  assistance  and 
consultation  from  the  other  fields  of  medicine  and  education.  On  its  part,  The 
Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  has  been  impressed  with  the  importance  to 
it  of  bringing  into  such  an  association  a  hospital  of  long  and  high  standing  in 
that  specialized  field,  in  order  thereby  to  provide  greater  service  to  the  sick  and 
to  advance  medical  education  and  science.  Representatives  of  the  two  institu- 
tions have  consulted  medical  authorities,  representatives  of  the  public  and  the 
Hospital  Council  of  Greater  New  York  as  to  the  wisdom  of  such  an  affiliation 
and  have  become  convinced  that  it  would  be  to  the  benefit  not  only  of  the  insti- 
tutions concerned  but  also  of  the  public  and  of  medical  science  and  of  medical 
and  nursing  education.  They  have  concluded  that  the  full  benefits  of  such  an 
affiliation  cannot  be  obtained  unless  it  is  proximate  and  therefore  that  it  would 
be  advisable  to  move  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  to  a  location  where  it 
would  be  in  close,  intimate  relationship  with  The  New  York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical  Center  and  to  limit  its  operations  and  services  to  the  fields  of  ortho- 
paedic surgery  and  arthritis  under  an  agreement  of  affiliation. 

Each  Society  appreciates  the  distinction  between  an  affiliation,  on  the  one 
hand,  and  a  merger  or  consolidation,  on  the  other  hand.  Neither  would  preclude 
the  other,  by  entering  into  a  present  agreement  of  affiliation,  from  raising  with- 
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out  prejudice  at  any  future  time  the  question  of  the  desirability  of  a  more 
complete  union.  Hut  each  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  immediate  if  not  in  the 
long  future  their  respective  interests  and  those  of  the  public  may  better  be 
served  by  affiliating.  That  course  should  permit  securing  the  advantages  previ- 
ously mentioned,  provide  for  operating  economies  and  avoid  unnecessary  dupli- 
cation of  services  and  facilities  without,  however,  loss  of  corporate  autonomy 
or  individuality." 

In  conclusion,  this  report  marks  the  close  of  a  long  and  fine  chapter 
in  the  history  of  this  Society.  It  marks  too  the  beginning  of  a  new  one. 
Just  how  this  new  chapter  will  read  we  cannot  tell.  That  we  have  a  great 
opportunity  in  this  new,  proximate  affiliation  is  something  that  I  person- 
ally earnestly  believe.  Necessarily  the  close,  proximate  affiliation  will 
require  some  adjustments — some  give  and  take.  But  if  we  have  much  to 
offer  the  New  York  Cornell  Medical  Center  (and  we  have),  and  if  it  has 
much  to  offer  us  (and  it  has),  surely  together  we  can  fulfill  the  oppor- 
tunity.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 


In  presenting  my  report  of  the  professional  activities  of  the  Hospital 
for  the  year  1954,  I  have,  first  of  all,  the  sad  duty  of  recording  the  loss  of 
two  of  its  valued  servants:  Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller,  Director,  and  Dr.  Rod- 
erick V.  Grace,  Attending  Surgeon. 

Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller  assumed  the  duties  of  Director  of  the  Hospital 
in  1941,  succeeding  Mr.  Edward  A.  B.  Willmer  who  resigned  to  assume 
the  superintendency  of  another  hospital  in  upper  New  York.  He  came 
to  the  Hospital  with  a  fund  of  experience  gained  first  as  Assistant  Director 
at  the  Lenox  Hill  Hospital  in  New  York  City,  and  later  as  Director  of  the 
Lawrence  Hospital  in  Bronxville,  New  York,  where  he  had  served  with 
distinction  for  a  period  of  seven  years.  He  had  a  real  genius  for  organ- 
ization and  hospital  leadership.  The  benefits  of  his  knowledge  and  ex- 
perience became  evident  within  a  very  short  time  with  reorganization 
of  the  administration  of  all  the  departments  of  the  hospital.  He  had  the 
faculty  of  finding  good  people  to  work  with  him  as  departmental  heads, 
and  he  gave  them  full  responsibility  and  trust  with  resultant  freeing 
of  his  own  time  for  planning  and  thinking. 

Speaking  from  a  background  of  fourteen  years  of  close  association,  I 
wish  to  pay  tribute  to  him  for  the  great  help  he  gave  in  planning  the  fu- 
ture of  our  hospital.  Working  from  different  types  of  experience  and 
approach  after  reviewing  the  various  possibilities  for  future  development 
of  the  hospital,  we  came  to  the  same  conclusion,  that  if  the  hospital 
was  to  hold  fast  to  its  goal  of  leadership  in  the  study  and  treatment  of 
crippling  diseases,  and  of  orthopaedic  disabilities,  then  it  must  become 
closely  affiliated  with  a  teaching  medical  center  where  it  could  serve  as 
its  department  of  orthopaedic  surgery.  We  agreed  that  while  it  should 
be  affiliated  with  such  a  center,  it  must  retain  its  own  individual  entity, 
with  its  own  Board  of  Managers,  its  own  administrative  and  professional 
direction  and  its  own  financing.  It  is  on  the  basis  of  these  conclusions 
that  we  were  finally  able  to  work  out  our  present  agreement  for  affiliation 
with  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center.  When  such  articles 
of  agreement  had  been  concluded  Mr.  Keller  immediately  undertook  a 
study  of  the  space  requirements  for  the  various  departments  of  the  new 
hospital.  He  based  this  on  a  thorough  survey  of  the  volume  of  work  done 
in  all  the  departments  at  the  hospital,  and  measurement  of  the  different 
working  areas.  He  then  made  a  study  and  estimate  of  what  the  additional 
requirements  might  be  from  taking  over  the  activities  of  the  Orthopaedic 
Department  of  the  New  York  Hospital.  On  this  basis  he  made  the  Space 
Budget  for  the  new  hospital.  Whatever  benefits  may  accrue  in  the  new 
hospital  from  the  balancing  of  space  requirements  of  the  different  depart- 
ments will  be  due  entirely  to  these  studies  made  by  Mr.  Keller.  It  was 
indeed  a  tragedy  that  soon  after  the  actual  building  of  the  new  hospital 
began,  that  he  developed  the  illness  from  which  he  died.  It  is  sad  indeed 
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to  think  that  he  did  not  survive  long  enough  to  see  the  results  of  his 
eareful  planning.  I  am  sure  that  I  speak  for  the  entire  hospital  personnel, 
medical  and  nursing  staff,  in  saying  that  he  was  a  very  loved  administra- 
tor, and  that  he  is  mourned  by  everyone  from  a  sense  of  personal  loss. 
One  of  the  great  benefits  of  his  administration  was  that  he  trained  a  young 
assistant  who  became  well  experienced  and  ably  fitted  to  succeed  him, 
our  present  director,  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young. 

Dr.  Roderick  V.  Grace  died  on  September  27,  1954,  after  a  long  illness 
which  was  distinguished  by  his  gallantry  in  facing  what  he  knew  to  be 
an  inevitable  fatal  termination  soon  after  the  appearance  of  the  first 
minor  symptoms.  Dr.  Grace  joined  the  Surgical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  in 
1931.  He  quickly  won  the  confidence  and  affection  of  his  colleagues  by 
his  excellent  clinical  judgement,  his  surgical  skill,  his  forthright  honesty, 
and  his  gracious  and  friendly  manner.  He  did  not  aspire  to  directive 
duties,  but  was  always  the  tower  of  strength  upon  whom  his  colleagues 
leaned.  He  was  loved  by  patients,  nurses  and  doctors  alike,  and  he  will 
always  be  remembered  and  mourned  by  them. 

As  far  as  the  professional  activities  at  the  hospital  are  concerned,  the 
year  1954  marked  a  transition  period,  the  wind-up  of  the  era  which  began 
in  1912  when  the  new  hospital  building  at  321  East  42  Street  was  com- 
pleted and  opened,  and  which  is  to  terminate  in  1955  with  the  occupation 
of  the  new  building  at  East  70th  Street  and  the  East  River.  My  previous 
reports  beginning  in  1935  and  continued  annually  since,  have  reported 
on  the  organization  of  our  In-Patient  and  Out-Patient  Services,  and  of 
the  various  Out-Patient  and  Special  Clinics.  During  1954  these  services 
and  clinics  were  continued  without  change  on  the  same  basis  as  previous- 
ly. It  seems  unnecessary  to  make  any  further  comments  about  them, 
particularly  as  the  Medical  Staff  has  remained  essentially  the  same. 

All  of  us  have  taken  great  interest  in  watching  the  construction  of  the 
new  hospital  which  really  got  under  way  in  September,  1953.  The  first 
job,  of  course,  was  excavation  which  was  made  difficult  by  the  necessity 
of  blasting  solid  rock  which  formed  the  geological  substratum  under- 
lying the  shallow  surface  earth  deposit.  In  February,  1954  began  the 
pouring  of  the  concrete  foundations  and  of  the  piers  to  support  the  steel 
structure.  The  erection  of  the  steel  frame-work  began  in  June  and  soon 
thereafter  many  different  trades  moved  in  to  take  over  their  own  part  of 
the  construction.  The  topping  off  of  the  steel  structure  took  place  about 
September  1st,  but  long  before  this  the  concrete  floors  had  been  laid 
and  the  masons  were  erecting  the  brick  walls.  The  building  was  closed 
in  by  December  1st,  and  thereafter  the  job  of  interior  finishing,  and  the 
many  different  jobs  of  plumbing,  steam  fitting,  wiring,  etc.  were  under 
way.  Although  no  major  cause  for  delay  occurred,  inevitable  delays 
were  encountered,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  looked  as  if  occupancy 
might  take  place  in  April  or  May. 

The  Cornerstone  Laying  Ceremony  was  held  on  May  17,  1954  and  it 
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was  laid  jointly  by  Governor  Dewey,  the  President  of  the  Hospital,  and 
the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  Addresses  were  delivered  by  Governor  Dewey, 
Commissioner  of  Hospitals  Basil  McLean,  Edward  Salmon,  Director  of 
the  New  York  University-Bellevue  Medical  Center,  President  Duryee  and 
the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  There  was  a  goodly  and  enthusiastic  audience  who 
later  repaired  to  the  Hotel  Carlyle  for  luncheon.  The  cornerstone  laying 
ceremony  marked  the  launching  of  a  new  campaign  to  raise  funds  for 
education  and  research  with  an  announced  goal  of  one  million  dollars. 
This  was  made  possible  by  the  successful  completion  of  the  campaign 
for  Building  Funds,  with  an  announced  goal  of  one  and  a  half  million 
dollars.  This  fund  went  over  the  top  upon  the  receipt  of  a  gift  of  one 
million  dollars  from  Mr.  Alfred  Caspary  in  memory  of  his  wife,  Margaret 
M.  Caspary,  for  whom  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  has  been  named.  The  Edu- 
cation and  Research  Fund  is  planned  to  give  continuing  financial  sup- 
port for  Research  Fellowships  and  for  the  various  research  projects 
to  be  organized  by  them.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  a  later  time  some  of  these 
projects  will  be  able  to  obtain  continuing  support  from  scientific  founda- 
tions and  Public  Health  Institutes.  In  addition  there  are  many  expenses 
incurred  in  under-graduate  and  post-graduate  teaching  which  may  be 
supported  from  these  funds.  The  Fund  will  be  administered  entirely  for 
the  purpose  of  education  and  research,  under  the  control  of  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee appointed  from  the  Medical  Staff  and  from  the  Board  of  Managers. 
Any  sums  given  to  this  Fund  will  be  set  aside  and  used  entirely  for  this 
purpose.  It  is  hoped  eventually  that  a  new  building  may  be  erected  on 
the  properties  belonging  to  the  hospital  north  of  71st  Street  to  house 
supplementary  research  facilities  in  addition  to  garage  and  other  ser- 
vice which  may  be  required  by  the  hospital. 

A  sad  note  permeates  all  plans  for  the  new  hospital  building  which 
arises  from  the  knowledge  that  in  moving  to  the  new  location,  the  hospital 
will  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  field  of  orthopaedic  surgery  and  rheumatic 
diseases  and  that  this  will  result  in  the  loss  of  all  the  many  loyal  members 
of  our  medical  staff  in  the  departments  of  general  surgery,  and  the  surgical 
specialties  of  Urology,  Plastic  Surgery,  Neurosurgery,  Gynecology  and 
Chest  Surgery.  Also,  in  the  fields  of  Internal  Medicine  and  Dermatology. 
These  changes  were  made  necessary  by  the  agreement  of  affiliation  with 
the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  which  limited  the  field 
of  work  entirely  to  Orthopaedics  and  the  Rheumatic  Diseases.  Since  this 
agreement  was  signed  in  1949,  the  necessity  of  these  staff  changes  had 
been  known  for  a  long  time,  and  it  has  been  possible  for  many  of  the 
staff  members  to  make  arrangements  for  other  hospital  affiliations.  In 
the  case  of  many  members  of  the  surgical  staff  it  has  been  possible  to 
make  arrangements  for  them  to  have  hospital  privileges  at  New  York 
Hospital.  Nevertheless,  the  loss  of  close  association  with  these  many  fine 
and  loyal  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery 
will  continue  to  cast  a  shadow  upon  our  happiness  in  moving  into  the 
new  hospital  for  many  years  to  come. 
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The  activities  of  the  hospital  during  the  year  are  shown  in  the  following 
statistics  of  Admissions  and  Operations.

This  compares  with  total  admissions  of  3332  with  2490  operations  in 
1953,  of  which  1116  operations  were  on  Orthopaedic  Service  and  1374 
on  the  Surgical  Service. 


The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  hospital  was  40  of  which  14 
occurred  on  the  Surgical  Service,  17  on  the  Medical  Service  and  9  on  the 
Orthopaedic  Service.  This  compares  with  a  total  death  list  of  60  in  1953, 
of  which  24  occurred  on  the  Surgical  Service,  21  on  the  Medical  Service 
and  15  on  the  Orthopaedic  Service.  The  number  of  autopsies  performed 
was  17  or  45.9  per  cent.  Of  these  8  were  performed  by  our  pathologist 
in  his  capacity  of  Medical  Examiner.  It  is  hoped  that  with  our  move  to 
the  new  hospital  and  with  restriction  of  our  work  to  orthopaedics  and  rheu- 
matic diseases  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  diminution  in  our  mor- 
tality figures. 

The  number  of  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  was  54,719  of 
which  6700  were  new  patients  and  48,019  revisits.  The  comparative  fig- 
ures for  1953  were  57,242  with  7009  new  patients  and  50,233  revisits. 
For  a  period  of  several  years  we  have  noted  a  gradual  decline  in  the 
attendance  of  patients  in  the  Out-Patient  Department  which  we  believe 
is  a  reflection  of  the  general  prosperity  of  the  country  and  a  rise  in  the 
living  standards.  Many  more  families  are  able  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  services  of  private  physicians  than  formerly,  and  this  results  in  a 
drop  of  the  Out-Patient  Clinic  Attendance. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery 

The  regular  Orthopaedic  Clinics  continued  to  be  active  five  after- 
noons a  week.  Besides  the  clinics  at  the  hospital  on  42nd  Street,  our

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Attending  Staff  ran  five  clinics  in  Orthopaedics  at  New  York  Hospital. 
Those  clinics  have  increased  steadily  under  the  non-proximal  affiliation 
and  those  orthopaedic  patients  will  be  transferred  to  the  clinics  at  the 
new  hospital.  This  will  compensate  for  some  of  the  loss  of  patients 
which  will  occur  when  the  hospital  moves. 

The  special  clinics  for  Club  feet,  Hands,  Amputees,  Scoliosis,  Cere- 
bral Palsy  and  Chest  deformities  have  continued  to  function  in  the 
mornings. 

During  the  year,  four  doctors  have  completed  their  regular  three 
years  of  orthopaedic  training:

Medicine  and  Pediatrics 

The  Out-Patient  divisions  of  this  department  have  been  providing 
services  essentially  in  the  same  manner  as  in  previous  years.  Clinics  for 
general  medicine  have  been  held  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday 
mornings;  Arthritis  Clinics  were  operated  on  Tuesday  and  Friday 
mornings ;  Pediatric  Clinics  were  held  on  two  afternoons  and  a  Neurology 
Clinic  was  held  on  Wednesdays.  A  new  specialty  clinic  for  patients  with 
Multiple  Sclerosis  was  started  on  a  weekly  basis,  staffed  by  Doctors 
Wainerdi  and  Moldaver.  Attendance  in  all  of  these  clinics  has  been 
near  to  capacity. 

When  the  hospital  moves  in  the  early  part  of  1955,  the  medical  ser- 
vice will  be  confined  to  rheumatic  diseases.  Because  of  this  change  in 
service,  medical  residents  could  not  be  appointed  after  July  1,  1954, 
consequently,  the  in-patient  medical  service  was  discontinued  as  of 
June  30th.  In  this  shortened  period,  there  were  48  admissions  to  the 
medical  ward;  53  patients  were  discharged  and  4  died.  On  the  private 
medical  service  there  were  256  admissions ;  263  patients  were  discharged ; 
there  were  13  deaths  and  6  autopsies. 

The  children  admitted  to  the  hospital  were  cared  for  on  the  services 
of  the  various  specialties,  with  the  expert  aid  of  attending  pediatricians 
and  resident  pediatricians  who  rotated  through  the  service  as  part  of 
their  training  in  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

The  investigating  unit  continued  the  active  program  of  research  in 
rheumatic  diseases.  Evaluation  of  new  analgesic  drugs  for  chronic  rheu-

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matic  diseases  continued  and  new  efforts  were  begun  to  find  medications 
to  enhance  the  effects  of  Cortisone  and  Hydro-cortisone.  The  new  syn- 
thetic steroid,  Metacortandracin,  was  made  available  for  clinical  evalu- 
ation in  patients  with  rheumatoid  arthritis  over  a  long  period  of  time; 
extensive  studies  have  been  started  for  this  interesting  and  important 
investigation.  Studies  to  more  clearly  differentiate  disseminated  lupus 
erythematosus  from  rheumatoid  arthritis  are  being  pursued.  An  organ- 
ized study  of  histopathology  of  joint  tissues  in  patients  with  various 
types  of  arthritis  is  being  conducted  by  one  of  the  research  fellows. 

A  new  two-year  grant-in-aid  of  research  has  been  received  from  the 
National  Institute  of  Arthritis  and  Metabolic  Diseases  of  the  Public 
Health  Service,  and  the  Fund  for  Research  in  Rheumatic  Diseases 
(anonymous)  has  been  augmented  by  a  generous  gift  of  stock  shares 
currently  valued  at  approximately  $30,000.00.  Another  donation  for  the 
welfare  of  patients  with  arthritis  has  been  received  from  the  New  York 
Community  Trust  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Emily  Griggs.  For  all  of  these  gen- 
erous contributions,  the  staff  is  deeply  grateful. 

On  July  1st,  Dr.  Francis  McCoy  finished  his  year  of  residency  in 
Internal  Medicine  and  began  a  period  of  Fellowship  in  Rheumatic 
Diseases. 

Plans  to  strengthen  the  consolidated  program  of  service,  education 
and  research  in  the  New  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  have  been  fore- 
most activities  of  all  members  of  the  staff. 

Department  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation 

The  Department  of  Physical  Medicine  and  Rehabilitation  functions  as 
a  reference  department  and  also  for  consultation  to  all  services.  It  works 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  orthopaedic  service,  the  arthritis  department 
and  amputee  clinic,  and  is  directly  responsible  for  the  physical  treatment 
of  all  the  polio  in-patients.  Patients  from  private  pavilions  are  accepted 
as  well  as  from  the  wards  and  from  the  various  clinics  for  in-patients  and 
out-patients. 

Much  of  the  work  with  orthopaedic  patients  is  done  for  functional 
purposes  in  post-operative  cases  by  muscle  re-education  and  gait  train- 
ing in  the  gymnasium  and  therapeutic  pool. 

A  great  deal  of  the  department's  work  is  referred  from  the  arthritis 
clinic  and  consists  of  local  treatment  for  the  relief  of  pain,  swelling  and 
stiffness,  training  of  patients  in  body  mechanics  and  instruction  in  home 
treatment.  The  therapeutic  pool  permits  treatment  of  patients  in  warm 
water  which  relieves  pain  and  relaxes  muscles. 

The  patients  in  the  Amputee  Clinic  receive  instructions  in  the  care  of 
the  stump  and  are  given  exercises  to  prevent  deformities  and  everything 
is  done  to  prepare  the  stump  for  the  prosthesis.  When  the  prosthesis  is 
received,  training  is  given  in  proper  walking. 

A  great  deal  of  our  work  consists  in  the  care  of  polio  patients  in  the 
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sub-acute  stage.  They  are  referred  to  us  from  hospitals  for  contagious 
diseases  usually  after  two  or  three  weeks'  duration.  Treatment  consists 
of  various  applications  for  the  relief  of  muscle  spasm.  Later  muscle  re- 
education is  used  to  regain  as  much  muscle  power  as  possible.  Functional 
activity  is  the  ultimate  aim.  The  year  of  1954,  although  not  an  epidemic 
year  for  polio,  kept  all  of  our  available  beds  occupied  and  the  average 
census  has  shown  about  thirty-five  patients  in  Wards  5D  and  6B. 

Dr.  Austlid  continued  as  Assistant  Director.  Among  our  therapists  we 
have  with  us  an  exchange  student  from  Sweden,  Miss  Ann  Bjorkman. 

1954  was  the  Thirtieth  Anniversary  of  the  Department  of  Physical 
Medicine  and  Rehabilitation  which  was  opened  in  April,  1924.  The  work 
has  progressed  and  kept  in  step  with  the  changing  ideas  in  therapeutics. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  six  of  our  therapists  have  been  with  us  most 
of  this  time. 

Department  of  Roentgenology 

The  X-Ray  Department  continues  to  be  a  very  busy  place  with  the 
number  of  examinations  for  the  year  totaling  14,694  compared  with 
13,371  for  the  previous  year.  Many  of  the  examinations  were  complicated, 
requiring  from  20  to  30  films  to  complete  the  study.  In  spite  of  inadequate 
physical  facilities,  the  examinations  were  carried  out  usually  on  the 
same  day  as  the  requisitions  were  received,  or  within  24  hours.  Much 
thanks  is  due  the  technical  and  clerical  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  de- 
votion that  made  this  possible;  there  was  a  minimal  amount  of  employee 
turnover  and  very  few  man  hours  were  lost  by  illness.  Needless  to  say, 
all  of  us  are  looking  forward  to  the  move  to  the  new  Hospital  where 
we  will  have  more  equipment  and  a  more  efficient  department  layout. 

Our  Director,  Dr.  Harold  G.  Jacobson,  resigned  to  assume  the  posi- 
tion of  Director  of  X-Ray  Department  of  Montefiore  Hospital  on  January 
1,  1955.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  a  successor  has  not  yet  been  chosen 
but  a  great  many  applicants  are  being  screened  to  obtain  the  best  man 
qualified  for  the  position. 

In  the  meantime,  our  attending  Roentgenologist,  Dr.  Charles  W. 
Breimer,  who  is  unable  to  assume  a  full-time  hospital  position  because 
of  a  private  practice,  has  been  able  to  keep  the  work  up-to-date.  Dr. 
Breimer  is  serving  his  fifth  year  as  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee 
on  Radiology  of  the  New  York  County  Medical  Society  and  has  recently 
been  appointed  in  a  consultant  capacity  to  the  newly  organized  Advisory 
Committee  on  Malpractice  Insurance  to  the  Malpractice  and  Defense 
Board  of  the  same  Society. 

Department  of  Laboratories 

The  total  number  of  routine  laboratory  determinations  was  44,646, 
which  figure  is  approximately  6,000  less  than  the  50,877  determinations 
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iii  1953.  This  falling  ofT  in  number  was  fairly  general  and  occurred  in 
all  categories  of  tests.  This  diminution  in  the  number  of  tests  reflects  the 
diminished  activity  and  patient  load  in  the  hospital  which  was  especially 
noticeable  during  the  summer  months.  Peculiarly  there  was  a  decided 
falling  off  in  the  number  of  blood  tests  for  the  determination  of  major 
group  and  RH  typing,  but  only  a  very  slight  diminution  in  the  number 
of  cross-matching  tests  done  in  connection  with  transfusions.  In  1954 
there  were  655  blood  typings  as  compared  to  1,543  typings  in  1953.  This 
indicates  that  with  many  transfusions,  it  was  necessary  to  cross-match 
many  samples  of  donor  blood  before  suitable  and  safe  samples  were  ob- 
tained. 

Great  care  was  taken  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  transfusion  reaction 
from  the  use  of  incompatible  blood.  The  cross-matching  tests,  now  in- 
clude complicated  tests  for  the  determination  of  the  presence  of  sensi- 
tivity to  unusual  blood  factors  which  can  easily  be  overlooked  in  the 
old-fashioned  routine  cross-matching  tests.  The  laboratory  is  happy  to 
report  through  Dr.  Schittone,  that  as  the  result  of  the  technique  of  typ- 
ing and  x-matching  with  the  use  of  Coomb's  anti-globulin  anti-serum, 
there  was  no  incompatible  transfusions  given  in  1954  with  only  two 
minor  reactions  of  an  allergic  nature  that  responded  promptly  to  anti- 
histaminic  therapy.  There  was  a  total  of  590  blood  transfusions  given 
during  the  year  as  compared  with  752  transfusions  in  1953.  Although 
there  were  no  serious  transfusion  reactions  and  no  cases  of  serum  hepa- 
titis incident  to  transfusions,  the  possibility  of  this  hazard  still  exists  and 
this  can  only  be  minimized  or  eliminated  by  the  careful  screening  of 
donors  at  the  source  where  the  blood  is  drawn.  As  has  been  pointed 
out  in  our  communication  last  year,  there  are  some  carriers  of  the  virus 
of  serum  hepatitis  who  are  unaware  that  they  harbor  the  virus  or  that 
they  have  ever  had  the  disease. 

There  were  38  determinations  for  the  presence  of  lupus  erythematosus 
cells  and  22  bone  marrow  punctures  performed  by  our  Hematologist, 
Dr.  Marilyn  Schittone. 

During  1954  there  were  1,036  surgical  specimens  submitted  for  patho- 
logic diagnosis.  From  these  tissues  2,245  tissue  blocks  and  a  total  of 
44,209  histologic  slides  were  prepared.  In  addition,  161  hernial  sacs 
were  examined  grossly.  Only  8  smears  were  submitted  for  study  of  ex- 
foliated cells  by  the  Papanicolau  technique.  There  were  only  4  requests 
for  pathologic  diagnosis  by  'frozen  section'.  The  number  of  surgical 
specimens  was  greater  than  the  940  submitted  in  1953. 

The  orthopaedic  and  other  surgical  material  submitted  to  the  labora- 
tory and  the  autopsies  were  of  considerable  interest,  and  interesting 
cases  were  catalogued  and  placed  in  the  teaching  files  of  orthopaedic 
pathology,  available  to  the  resident  and  visiting  staffs  and  available  for 
reference  and  study. 

The  Research  Program,  operating  under  the  grant  from  the  Association 
for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children,  was  carried  out  during  1954  as  a  sepa- 
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rate  project  in  contrast  to  the  previous  two  years  during  which  time  the 
work  was  carried  out  in  conjunction  with  the  routine  work  of  the  labora- 
tory. The  report  of  the  Research  Program  submitted  by  Dr.  C.  J.  Urn- 
berger,  Biochemist,  is  attached. 

During  1954,  the  Director  of  Laboratories  presented  papers  and  gave 
addresses  at  various  medical  and  other  scientific  meetings.  These  in- 
cluded a  paper  presented  on  September  10,  1954  at  the  meeting  of  the 
International  Association  of  Clinical  Pathologists,  Washington,  D.C., 
on  Unusual  Varieties  of  Spontaneous  Inter-Cranial  Hemorrhage  and 
Their  Medico-Legal  Implications,  and  several  lectures  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York  before  County  Medical 
Societies  throughout  the  state.

On  May  1,  1954,  the  Director  of  Laboratories  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Chief  Medical  Examiner  of  the  City  of  New  York  by  Mayor 
Robert  F.  Wagner.  Recognizing  that  he  would  need  assistance  of  another 
pathologist  in  handling  the  routine  work  of  the  laboratory  because  of 
increased  official  responsibilities,  the  Medical  Board  with  the  approval 
of  Board  of  Managers,  generously  provided  for  the  temporary  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  B.  M.  Vance  as  Assistant  Pathologist.  Dr.  Vance  during  pre- 
vious years  has  substituted  during  vacation  periods.  The  Director  of 
Laboratories  is  extremely  grateful  for  this  help. 

The  Director  of  Laboratories  continues  as  a  member  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  of  the  New  York  County  Medical  Society  and  of  the 
Subcommittee  on  Autopsies  of  the  Public  Health  Relations  Committee 
of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine.  He  is  also  vice-chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Forensic  Pathology,  College  of  American  Pathologists. 
He  was  chairman  of  the  Program  Committee  for  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Forensic  Sciences,  which  met  in  Chicago  during 
February,  1954,  and  chairman  of  the  Section  on  Pathology  and  Clinical 
Pathology  of  the  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Subcommittee  for  the  Study  of  the  Relationship  of  Strain 
and  Trauma  to  Heart  Disease,  of  the  American  Heart  Association.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  American  Academy  of 
Compensation.  On  May  1,  1954,  he  was  promoted  to  the  position  of 
Professor  and  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Forensic  Medicine  of  the 
New  York  University  Post-Graduate  Medical  School.  He  is  also  a  lec- 
turer in  pathology  and  in  legal  medicine  at  the  Cornell  University  Medical 
College. 

Dr.  C.  J.  Umberger,  our  biochemist,  was  promoted  to  the  position  of 
Assistant  Professor  of  Forensic  Medicine  (Toxicology)  in  the  Department 
of  Forensic  Medicine  at  the  New  York  University  Post-Graduate  Medi- 
cal School. 
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Research  Work  Carried  Out  in  Biochemical  Laboratory 

The  Research  Program  operating  under  a  grant  from  the  Association 
for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children  was  carried  out  in  1954  as  a  separate 
project  in  contrast  to  the  previous  two  years  during  which  the  work 
was  coordinated  with  the  routine  work  of  the  laboratory.  This  change 
in  policy  was  initiated  because  of  a  change  in  the  nature  of  the  experi- 
mental work.  Prior  to  1954,  the  studies  involved  patients  undergoing 
major  orthopaedic  surgery  and  included  many  routine  clinical  studies. 
During  1954,  the  work  was  concentrated  toward  chemical  isolation  of 
urinary  metabolic  products  which  showed  typical  absorption  bands  in 
the  ultraviolet  region  of  the  spectrum.  This  type  of  experimentation  is 
very  laborious  and  time-consuming,  in  that  the  processes  involved  are 
not  routine  in  nature,  and  each  step  can  only  be  determined  after  com- 
pletion of  the  previous  step. 

The  most  successful  results  toward  isolation  were  obtained  by  paper 
chromatography.  Unfortunately,  the  yields  are  relatively  small  by  this 
process  and  quantities  sufficient  for  a  study  of  the  chemical  properties 
have  not  yet  been  obtained.  Recent  work  with  column  chromatography  has 
shown  promising  results  toward  isolation  of  large  quantities  of  material. 
The  different  experiments  carried  out  under  this  program  have  been 
tabulated  as  Research  Statistics  for  1954. 

Two  research  projects  were  carried  out  in  1954  in  conjunction  with 
the  routine  laboratory  work.  One  was  a  study  of  abnormal  cholesterol 
esters  in  patients  with  lipemia.  This  work  was  initiated  as  the  result  of  a 
study  of  a  patient  with  Whipple's  disease.  It  was  found  that  cholesterol 
values  for  this  patient  were  in  error  because  of  the  presence  of  an  abnormal 
cholesterol  ester  which  was  insoluble  in  the  ether-alcohol  solvent  nor- 
mally used  for  the  determination  of  cholesterols.  Further  work  has  shown

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that  this  abnormal  ester  is  present  in  other  patients,  so  that  all  determin- 
ations for  total  cholesterols  were  of  questionable  accuracy.  A  modified 
procedure  has  been  developed  which  utilizes  chloroform  in  the  regular 
Bloor's  reagent,  thereby  giving  a  more  quantitative  recovery  of  the  free 
and  total  cholesterol  in  the  extraction  process. 

The  second  project  was  a  continuation  of  the  experimental  work 
on  synovial  fluid  following  intra-articular  injection  of  hydrocortone  in 
rheumatoid  arthritis.  This  work  was  completed  and  the  data  compiled 
for  publication. 

Conclusion 

In  presenting  this  report  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  is 
my  twentieth  and  also  my  final  report,  since  I  shall  retire  as  Surgeon-in- 
Chief  July  1st,  1955.  Thereafter  I  hope  to  continue  my  activities  at  the 
new  hospital  in  the  position  of  Director  of  Research,  and  also  in  the 
private  practice  of  orthopaedic  surgery  with  my  office  in  the  new  build- 
ing. I  also  take  the  liberty  of  stating  that  these  twenty-one  years  spent 
at  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  have  been  the  happiest  in  my  profes- 
sional life  largely  because  of  the  fine  associates  with  whom  I  have  worked 
and  the  wonderful  cooperation  they  have  always  given  me. 

If  my  annual  reports  have  been  overly  long,  it  is  because  each  time  I 
have  had  to  prepare  them,  I  have  been  conscious  of  the  great  obligation 
I  owed  to  everyone  of  the  members  of  our  Medical  Staff  and  also,  to  the 
members  of  the  other  professional  departments.  I  have  felt  it  necessary 
to  make  mention  of  as  many  as  possible  of  the  men  and  women  who  have 
labored  so  unselfishly  in  this  common  effort  to  do  good  work  at  the 
Hospital.  The  preparation  of  an  annual  report  is  one  of  the  most  difficult 
and  unrewarding  tasks  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  This  is  the  result  of  the 
conflict  between  two  opposite  requirements,  one  the  desire  to  acknowledge 
the  work  of  others  and  two,  the  need  for  brevity.  The  pages  I  have  written 
in  my  annual  report  have  been  read  by  few  and  will  not  be  long  remem- 
bered even  by  them,  but  at  least  I  have  endeavored  to  make  a  record 
so  that  some  day,  when  the  history  of  the  hospital  is  written,  the  services 
of  these  men  and  women  will  not  be  entirely  forgotten. 

I  wish  also  here  to  render  thanks  to  Mr.  Young  and  the  members 
of  the  Administrative  Staff  who  have  always  aided  and  abetted  in  try- 
ing to  promote  better  hospital  service,  and  at  the  same  time  keep  the 
hospital  solvent.  More  than  all  I  owe  thanks  to  the  President,  Mr.  Duryee 
and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  who  have  been  my  friends 
and  co-workers  for  many  years,  and  who  have  always  striven  to  give  a 
forward  push  to  the  wheels  when  they  were  convinced  that  the  wagon 
was  on  a  good  road  and  going  in  the  right  direction.

On  May  7,  1954,  the  hospital  was  saddened  by  the  death  of  our  beloved 
Director,  Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller.  Mr.  Keller  came  to  Special  Surgery  in 
1941  as  its  Director,  and  until  his  death  had  continuously  worked  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  hospital.  Our  deepest  regret  is  that  he  did  not  live  to 
see  his  dream  of  the  new  hospital  materialize. 

As  shown  by  the  Summary  of  Statistics  for  the  last  three  years,  the 
year  1954  was  not  as  busy  as  the  two  preceding  years.  Our  patient  days 
decreased  by  5,891  days  over  1953.  However,  we  should  keep  in  mind 
that  1953  was  one  of  the  highest  years  in  a  decade.  The  depreciable  drop 
was  in  ward  patient  days.  As  might  be  expected  since  our  ward  service 
patients  are  mostly  referrals  from  our  Out-Patient  Department,  the  admis- 
sions from  this  department  fell  off  by  almost  2,000  over  the  prior  years.

On  October  14,  1954,  Miss  Mary  Jeanne  Clapp  was  appointed  as  Di- 
rector of  Nursing  to  succeed  Miss  Cleanthe  Logotheton.  Miss  Logotheton 
has  given  thirty-two  years  of  outstanding  and  devoted  service  to  our  hos- 
pital. During  the  year  she  developed  an  active  in-service  nursing  program 
and  laid  the  groundwork  for  our  new  School  of  Practical  Nurses. 

In  October,  the  Board  of  Managers  applied  to  and  obtained  from  the 
New  York  State  Education  Department  provisional  approval  for  the 
curriculum  leading  to  a  diploma  in  Practical  Nursing  offered  by  our 
hospital  in  affiliation  with  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 
Provisional  approval  was  effective  May  25,  1954,  for  a  period  of  two 
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years,  and  will  expire  May  24,  1956.  This  is  another  milestone  in  our 
long  history. 

Mrs.  Lee  Cornell  resigned  as  Director  of  the  Building  Fund  at  the 
completion  of  the  Building  Fund  Campaign.  Mrs.  Cornell  did  an  excellent 
job  in  organizing  the  work  of  all  phases  of  the  campaign.  Particularly 
noteworthy  was  the  Cornerstone  Laying  Ceremony  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  and  Margaret  M.  Caspary  Clinic  held  on  Monday,  May 
17,  1954,  at  which  time  Governor  Thomas  E.  Dewey  made  the  principal 
address.  Others  who  took  part  in  the  ceremony  were  Mr.  Samuel  S. 
Duryee,  President,  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Mr.  Hamilton 
Hadley,  President  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  Dr.  Basil 
MacLean,  Commissioner  of  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  New  York.  Following 
the  ceromony  a  buffet  luncheon  was  served  at  the  Hotel  Carlyle  for  the 
staffs  of  both  hospitals  and  the  distinguished  guests. 

Mr.  Robert  M.  Brereton  was  appointed  as  Director,  Building  Liaison, 
to  handle  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  our  new  hospital.  Mr.  Brereton 
is  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Memorial  Hospital  and  devotes  one  day 
a  week  to  this  hospital. 

The  year  1954  has  been  a  busy  one  for  the  administration,  emphasized 
primarily  by  the  planning  and  preparation  for  the  move  to  our  new 
hospital  at  535  East  70th  Street  now  expected  on  or  about  May  15.  1955. 
The  department  heads  have  been  working  with  Mr.  Brereton  in  planning 
and  preparing  their  departments  for  a  new  170  bed  orthopedic  hospital. 
It  has  been  a  long  and  arduous  task  for  all,  but  one  marked  by  enthusiasm 
and  determination  to  make  our  new  hospital  the  finest  orthopaedic  hos- 
pital in  the  country.  This  can  be  achieved  if  all  of  our  personnel  are 
motivated  by  a  desire  to  create  a  warm,  friendly,  co-operative  atmosphere 
in  our  new  surroundings.  Such  has  been  the  climate  in  our  present 
hospital.  I  pray  that  it  moves  along  with  us  to  the  new. 

Mr.  Jerrold  Golding  again  graciously  donated  the  beautiful  Colonnades 
Room  of  Essex  House  to  hold  our  Annual  Dance.  It  was  a  delightful 
evening  for  all  of  our  staff  who  were  able  to  attend.  The  honors  again 
go  to  the  fine  work  of  our  Dance  Committee. 

The  Department  of  Volunteers  again  gave  generously  of  their  time  to 
the  extent  of  16,212  hours  which  represents  an  increase  over  the  prior 
year.  Fifteen  of  our  departments  received  their  help;  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment in  the  lead  with  29  persons  giving  5,212  hours.  To  each  volunteer 
goes  our  sincere  thanks  for  past  performances.  We  know  we  can  count 
on  you  when  we  move  to  our  new  hospital  site. 

The  administration  is  always  ever  mindful  of  the  energetic  direction 
and  sympathetic  understanding  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Women's 
Auxiliary,  and  the  Professional  Staff.

WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY-SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

The  final  report  of  our  hospital  on  42nd  Street  is  presented  by  the 
Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee  to  our  Board  of  Managers. 

Vi  hen  one  considers  how  rapidly  New  York  City  speeds  along  building 
and  rebuilding,  one  is  left  breathless  trying  to  keep  abreast  with  this 
tremendous  pace.  The  pace  which  we  all  know  is  most  essential  in  a  city 
like  ours. 

The  loyalty  we  have  always  shown  our  old  hospital  will  be  carried  for- 
ward to  our  new  one.  The  members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary — Social 
Service  Committee  are  anticipating  this  move  into  our  new  building  even 
though  there  is  a  certain  nostalgia  in  leaving  our  comfortable  and  home- 
like quarters  at  42nd  Street. 

There  are  times  when  personal  and  social  problems  so  complicate  the 
picture  of  illness  that  it  is  essential  to  make  use  of  various  community 
facilities  to  supplement  the  picture  of  medical  care  afforded  by  our  hos- 
pital. Among  the  many  public  and  private  agencies  that  have  cooperated 
splendidly  with  the  Staff  of  our  Social  Service  Department  in  providing 
guidance  and  assistance  for  our  patients  during  the  past  year,  the  follow- 
ing were  especially  helpful :

The  special  funds  of  the  Social  Service  Department  have  been  gen- 
erously supported  during  1954  by  gifts  for  designated  purposes.  We  wish 
it  were  possible  to  mention  each  donor  for  without  these  special  contribu- 
tions it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  out  the  full  program  of  the  Social 
Service  Department. 

Something  that  cannot  be  left  unsaid  and  that  must  be  mentioned  is  in 
regard  to  the  very  generous  gifts  of  one  of  our  donors.  These  gifts  are 
given  to  the  Social  Service  Department  to  help  individual  patients  for 
designated  purposes.  To  say  that  we  are  grateful  is  truly  inadequate. 

As  usual,  we  participated  in  The  United  Hospital  campaign.  The 
Women's  Auxiliary,  made  up  of  a  group  leader  and  three  team  captains, 
did  their  utmost  to  obtain  their  quota. 

Mrs.  Osborne  and  Mrs.  Webster,  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the  Pa- 
tient's Library  respectively,  state  as  follows  regarding  the  library: 

"It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Art  Fund  has  been  entirely  expended  and  no 
new  contributions  were  received  during  1954. 

The  patients  have  shown  great  appreciation  for  the  books  that  were 
distributed  during  this  year.  Furthermore  the  circulation  per  capita  was 
greater.  Credit  is  due  to  the  library  volunteers,  most  of  whom  have  been 
with  us  for  six  years  or  more. 

For  the  last  few  years  we  have  been  able  to  function  on  a  budget  of 
$1000  per  year.  We  feel  now  however,  that  it  is  most  important  for  us  to 
have  $1200  to  carry  on  for  the  time  being.  However,  it  will  be  essential 
to  have  a  complete  revision  of  the  budget  in  October  when  we  have 
become  accustomed  to  the  library  in  our  new  hospital.  Until  then  we  will 
have  to  carry  on  with  the  proposed  budge*  of  $1200." 

The  Volunteer  Department  reports  96  workers  contributed  16,212 
hours,  which  time  covered  14  departments;  an  increase  of  34  hours  over 
last  year. 

The  Annual  Tea  was  held  on  May  5th,  at  which  time  the  following 
awards  were  presented  by  Mr.  Duryee: 

1.  Eight  pins  for  150  hours 

2.  Two  pins  and  Red  bars  for  500  hours 

3.  Twelve  Red  bars  for  more  than  500  hours 

4.  Five  White  bars  for  more  than  1.000  hours 

5.  Five  Blue  bars  for  more  than  2,000  hours 
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Furthermore,  the  outstanding  work  in  the  past  year  of  Mrs.  Leonard 
Kims  cannot  he  disregarded.  She  gave  us  1.868  hours  of  volunteer  service 
over  and  ahove  her  regular  work  in  the  Volunteer  Department. 

On  July  8th  Dr.  Frank  Brown  Barry,  Assistant  Secretary  of  Health 
and  Medical  Services  spoke  on  "The  Importance  of  Volunteers  in  Hos- 
pitals.'' He  then  presented  the  Boh  Hope  award  to  the  "Woman  of  the 
Week",  our  Mrs.  Elms. 

Following  Dr.  Barry,  Dr.  Wilson,  Sr.  presented  the  prizes  of  the  Volun- 
teer's essay  contest.  Mrs.  Leight's  was  judged  the  best,  Miss  Walsh  and 
Miss  Riaboff  received  honorable  mention.  We  thank  Mr.  Young  and 
his  Department  for  their  splendid  cooperation  and  help  which  was  given 
our  Department. 

We  report  for  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  as  follows: 

For  the  past  year  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  reports  423 
patients  received  7,811  treatments,  divided  as  follows:  135  patients  re- 
ceived 2,466  functional  treatments  while  on  the  other  hand  5,345  diver- 
sional  treatments  were  given  to  288  patients.  We  must  not  forget  that  the 
patients  from  our  clinics  are  included  in  the  functional  treatments. 

Miss  Nichols  and  her  therapists  feel  that  the  opportunity  to  attend 
meetings,  conventions,  etc.  help  to  keep  up  the  standards  of  the  Depart- 
ment. Some  of  the  therapists  attended  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Occupational  Therapy  Association  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Miss 
Nichols  also  was  present  at  the  joint  meeting  of  directors  of  the  clinical 
training  centers  of  Columbia  University,  N.  Y.  and  Pennsylvania  Uni- 
versity held  in  Philadelphia. 

We  trained  five  students  who  came  to  us  from  New  York  University, 
The  Boston  School  of  Occupational  Therapy,  Richmond  Professional 
Institute,  The  College  of  St.  Catherine,  St.  Paul,  Minn,  and  the  University 
of  Wisconsin. 

We  do  not  attempt  to  teach  vocations ;  however,  at  times  when  patients 
are  home-bound  and  in  working  with  the  State  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  we  teach  and  supervise  craft  activities  which  later  help 
patients  in  their  vocations. 

A  silver  trowel  was  made  by  the  Directress  of  the  Occupational  Therapy 
Department  which  was  used  by  Governor  Dewey  when  the  corner  stone 
was  laid  at  our  new  hospital.  Miss  Nichols  made  three  miniatures  of  this 
trowel  which  were  presented  to  Governor  Dewey,  Mr.  Duryee,  and  Dr. 
Wilson. 

In  closing  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social 
Service  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Medical  Staff  for  their  great  help  and  cooperation 
this  past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 


This  report  of  the  Social  Service  Department  for  the  year  of  1954  is 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  hospital  and  the  Women's 
Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee  with  sincere  appreciation  of  the  aid 
and  encouragement  that  has  come  throughout  the  year  from  the  officers 
and  members  of  both  Boards. 

The  Staff 

1954  has  been  a  banner  year  for  continuity  of  staff,  for  there  has  not 
been  a  single  resignation.  Currently,  our  staff  consists  of  eight  medical 
social  workers,  in  addition  to  the  director,  two  case  aides  and  five  secre- 
taries. Two  medical  social  workers  are  assigned  to  help  patients  who  are 
hospitalized;  the  other  six  social  workers  and  the  two  case  aides  spend 
their  time  with  clinic  patients.  This  gives  some  idea  of  the  proportion  of 
social  service  activities  on  behalf  of  the  many  patients  who  attend  our 
busy  clinics. 

Staff  meetings  which  are  planned  by  the  Committee  on  Agenda  for 
Staff  Meetings,  chaired  this  year  by  Ruth  T.  Mandeville,  are  held  twice 
monthly.  They  afford  opportunity  for  group  discussion  of  departmental 
policies,  for  the  presentation  of  case  studies,  for  reports  of  outside  meet- 
ings which  the  staff  have  attended,  and  occasionally  for  a  guest  speaker. 
Such  meetings  are  an  accepted  democratic  method  of  continuing  staff 
education  and  of  shared  supervision. 

Graduate  Students 

During  the  school  year  we  have  welcomed  three  graduate  students  for 
supervision  in  field  work,  two  from  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work, 
Columbia  University  and  one  from  the  Fordham  University  School  of 
Social  Work.  Our  supervisors  have  been  Helene  Glasner,  Jane  Thayer 
and  by  special  arrangement,  Helen  Wortis,  Research  Associate  in  the 
Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic.  Supervision  of  graduate  students  is  a  challenging 
responsibility  but  it  is  also  a  fruitful  experience  for  the  staff  member 
who  has  career  advancement  in  mind.  The  discussion  conferences  for 
supervisors  which  are  conducted  regularly  by  the  Schools  are  a  stimu- 
lating educational  experience. 

Volunteers 

We  are  most  grateful  for  the  fine  and  loyal  assistance  of  our  Volunteers. 
Miss  Jane  Austin,  Mrs.  Agnes  Davis,  Mrs.  Bertha  Dunn,  Mrs.  Clara  Elms, 
Mrs.  Andre  Istel,  Mrs.  Esther  Lang,  Mrs.  Edward  McCabe,  Mrs.  Helen 
Thompson  and  Mrs.  Emily  VanDerwerker  comprise  the  volunteers  who 
are  currently  active  in  Social  Service.  We  would  find  it  difficult  to  function 
smoothly  without  them. 
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Committee  Participation 

Participation  in  committee  activities  for  social  betterment  widens  the 
interests  of  our  staff  and  brings  them  into  contact  with  members  of  other 
agencies.  Our  staff  members  become  familiar  with  resources  outside  the 
hospital  which  are  available  for  the  benefit  of  our  patients,  and  in  turn 
have  an  opportunity  to  acquaint  the  staff  of  other  organizations  with  the 
facilities  and  policies  of  our  hospital.

Summer  Therapeutic  Project 

The  entire  responsibility  for  the  camping  program  during  the  summer 
of  1954  was  assumed  by  Virginia  Rose,  Case  Aide.  Miss  Rose  proved  to 
be  very  efficient  in  carrying  out  the  many  details  involved  in  sending  one 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  children  to  the  country.  The  children  spent  a 
total  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  one  weeks  at  camp,  averaging  about  four 
and  one  half  weeks  per  child.  The  average  cost  per  child  approximated 
$11.45.  The  cost  to  the  hospital  was  therefore  $2.54  a  week  for  each  child. 
This  low  cost  figure  does  not  represent  the  total  cost  of  a  week's  camping, 
but  it  represents  what  the  hospital  actually  paid  per  week  for  each  child. 

Twelve  camps  were  used,  with  programs  ranging  from  those  for 
severely  handicapped  children  to  those  for  normal  children.  The  follow- 
ing organizations  provided  financial  and  other  assistance  making  it  pos- 
sible for  so  many  children  to  have  camping  trips:  The  Walter  Scott 
Foundation,  New  York  Service  for  the  Orthopedically  Handicapped, 
Textile  Square  Club  of  New  York,  New  York  Philanthropic  League, 
Herald-Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund,  Lakeside  Bible  Conference,  New  York 
Rotary  Club  and  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home.  With  Mr.  David 
Baird's  approval,  we  also  drew  liberally  on  our  Baird  Direct  Relief  Fund. 
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The  Social  Service  Department  is  very  appreciative  of  the  financial 
assistance  received  for  its  camping  program  from  Mr.  Young,  Hospital 
Administrator.  Mr.  Young  provided  $1105.00  from  special  funds  of  the 
hospital.  This  amount  covered  the  cost  of  health  examinations  for  each 
child  going  to  camp,  bus  transportation  and  other  expenses  incidental  to 
the  Southampton  program,  plus  payments  amounting  to  $700.00  to  Camp 
Oakhurst  and  Camp  Carola. 

Social  Service  for  Arthritic  Patients 

Toward  the  end  of  1954  Dr.  Richard  H.  Freyberg,  Chief  of  Service, 
Department  of  Medicine  and  Pediatrics,  approved  the  plan  of  accepting 
the  offer  of  The  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Foundation  to  provide  an 
additional  medical  social  worker  for  patients  under  care  of  the  Arthritic 
Service.  As  with  all  prolonged  and  disabling  illness,  there  are  emotional 
and  social  factors  that  may  interfere  with  the  patient's  ability  to  co- 
operate fully  with  his  physician's  plan  for  treatment.  Therefore,  we  are 
anticipating  the  addition  to  our  staff  of  an  experienced  medical  social 
worker  who  will  make  a  special  study  of  intensive  case  work  as  one 
component  in  the  treatment  of  arthritic  patients.  Mrs.  Ruth  T.  Mandeville 
who  has  been  responsible  for  social  service  in  the  Arthritis  clinics  for 
several  years  has  already  demonstrated  this  to  a  considerable  degree  but 
pressure  of  work  has  barred  any  attempt  at  research  with  a  controlled 
and  limited  group  of  referrals.  If  the  project  proceeds  satisfactorily  The 
Athritis  and  Rheumatism  Foundation  are  willing  to  finance  this  pilot 
study  for  a  period  of  two  years. 

New  Quarters 

The  members  of  the  Social  Service  Department  are  keenly  anticipating 
the  move  into  their  commodious  and  up-to-date  offices  in  the  new  Hospital. 
Instead  of  trying  to  concentrate  in  a  crowded  staff  room,  each  social 
worker  will  have  her  own  small  office  which  will  ensure  a  quiet  place  to 
work  and  even  more  important,  privacy  for  interviewing  patients  and 
other  persons.  We  plan  to  enlarge  our  program  in  field  work  supervision 
for  graduate  students  since  the  number  of  students  will  no  longer  be 
physically  limited  by  lack  of  desk  space.  There  will  also  be  room  for 
more  volunteers  to  function  within  our  department. 

The  Director  and  Staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department  wish  to  record 
with  sincere  sorrow  the  death  of  their  friend  and  benefactor  of  many 
years — Mr.  George  W.  Gerlach.  Treasurer  of  the  Walter  Scott  Foundation.

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ENDOWED  BEDS 


A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  an  unrestricted  gift  to  the 
Society  of  not  less  than  $7,500  made  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  donor  during  his  life,  or,  if  the  gift  is  made  by  will,  the 
person  named  in  the  will  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty 
years,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  an  occupant  of  such 
bed.  When  the  gift  amounts  to  $10,000  or  more,  the  Society 
will  furnish  to  the  designated  occupant  of  such  bed  without 
charge  in  any  one  calendar  year  care  and  services,  the  cost 
of  which,  computed  at  the  Society's  then  scale  of  rates,  equals 
the  income  earned  by  the  Society  on  the  amount  of  such  gift, 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  average  rate  of  return  on  the 
Society's  general  funds  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 
The  Society  will  list  all  endowed  beds  in  its  annual  report  and 
record  the  same  on  appropriate  plaques  in  the  Hospital. 


The  Society  has  always  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form 
of  generosity.  No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  a  valid 
legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  form,  however, 
may  be  suggested:
